Bombay, the 25th August 1047 

No. 2.1. — 111 exercise of the power confer- 
red by the proviso to section 28 and clause (q) 
of sub-section (2) of section 58 of Ihe Reserve. 
Bank of India Act, 1934 (II of 1934) the 
Central Board of Directors of the Reserve 
Bank of India by virtue of the power conferred 
by section 7 of the said Act, and with the pre- 
vious sanction of the Central Government, 
make the following amendments to the Reserve 
Bank of India (Note Refund) Rules, 1935. 

(1) Rule 2 (i) 

For the words “ Calcutta, Madras or 

Rangoon” there shall be substituted the 

words ” Calcutta or Madras 

(2) Rule 3(2) 

Change the full stop at the end to colon 

and add the following proviso : — 

“ Provided that if the note appears to 
belong to the office of issue at Rangoon be- 
ing a note issued for circulation iu Burma 
prior to the 1st day of April 1947, the claim 
shall be presented to the prescribed officer 
at Calcutta, and that officer shall alone be 
authorised to entertain it

Owing to the Re-organization of the 
Thomason College and tho introduction with 
effect from October 16, 1946 of new classes hi 
Electrical and Mechanical Engineering respect- 
ively, the Thomason College of Civil Engineer- 
ing will in future be designated as above. 

2. The Overseer Class of the College will in 
future be designated the Overseer School and 
with effect from October 16, 1946 all new en- 
trants to the Draftsmen Class will receive their 
instruction in the Overseer School. 

3, The competitive Entrance Examinations 
will take place early in June 1947, when candi- 
dates for the Engineer Class and the Overseer 
School will be examined. There will be no 
separate Examination for Draftsmen!, as the 
Overseer School Syllabus will be modified to 
permit of draftsmen specializing in the second 
year. 
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4. The Circulars for the Engineer Class and 
Overseer School aro under revision and will 
ho available in January 1947. Meanwhile it 
is notified for the information of Engineer 
candidates that the Entrance Examination 
will consist of the following subjects : — 

Group I. — Languages, 

(a) English. 

(b) Hindustani. 

(c) General Knowledge. 

Group II. — Mathematics. 

(a) Arithmetic and Mensuration. 

(b) Algebra and Trigonometry. 

(c) Co-ordinate Geometry and Cal- 
culus. 

(d) Mechanics. 

Group III. — Science. 

(a) Physics (Heat, Eight and Sound). 

(b) Electricity and Magnetism. 

(e) Chemistry. 

5, The standard of the Entrance Examina- 
tion will be similar to, but somewhat above, 
that of the Intermediate Examination of the 
Board of High School and Intermediate Edu- 
cation, United Provinces. 

The Syllabus for the subjects of Group I will 
be practically unchanged. Por the subjects of 
Groups II and III the content of the Syllabus- 
es will he substantially the same as those of the 
Intermediate Examination of the Board of 
High School and Intermediate Education, 
United Provinces, except in Mathematics whore 


Differential and Integral Calculus up to simple 
integrations is required. In the subjects of 
Group III particular attention will be given to 
free-hand sketches of apparatus. 

6, Beginning with the admission for 1947, 
three seats in the Engineer classes of the 
College may be reserved for girl students pro- 
vided they pass the qualifying entrance exami- 
nation and conform to other rules for admission 
to the College. Girls will compete among 
themselves.
